Several parties passed by as late 
as 12 30, and saw no signs of fire, 
80 that the conflagration must have 
sprung very hastily, 

The loss is between $30,000 and 
$40,000, and is only partly covered 
by insurance, 

For the manner the fire brigade 
and citizens worked, nothing but 
praise can be given. Had it not 
been for their activity the loss 
would have been enormous, and 
how such an outbreak was confined 
to 80 limited space is marvellous, 
For a time the outlook was so
